An audit has been completed of the books and records 
of the Town of Union for the year ended March I, 1951. 
The audit included an examination of the records kept 
by the Assessors, Selectmen, Tax Collector, Treasurer and 
Town Clerk. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
together with supporting exhibits and schedules fairly 
present the financial position of the Town at March 1, 
1951, and the result of its operations then ended. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The systems of the various town officers were re- 
viewed and internal controls, accounting records and 
other supporting evidences were tested by methods and 
to the extent deemed appropriate. The cash account was 
verified and receipts, disbursements and supporting data 
examined. Verifications were made of unpaid taxes, tax 
liens, tax deeds and accounts receivable. The surety bonds 
and insurance policies on file were listed. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $8,560.14 at March 1, 1951 was 
reconciled with the balance as shown by the statement of 
the Knox County Trust Company, Rockland, Maine. This 
balance included $3,934.91 of trust fund income. 

Transactions affecting accounts receivable taxes re- 
ceivable, tax liens and tax acquired property were re- 
viewed. All unpaid accounts were checked with the 
records of the Selectmen, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 
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LIABILITIES 


Accounts payable totaled $235.95 at the year end 
and consisted of unremitted deductions from payrolls for 
Teachers’ Pensions. : 

The amount of $38,934.91 due trust funds represents 
income credited to general fund cash when received and 
is distributable to the several trust funds. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The records of the appropriations, revenues and ex- 
penditures of the departmental accounts were examined 
in detail. From this examination, it was determined that 
the unexpended balances of these accounts carried for- 
ward to the 1951|52 year totaled $4,747.22 

The general fund unappropriated surplus at the year 
end totaled $2,189.38, as compared to a deficit of 
$1,399.42 shown the previous year. This change of 
$3,588.80 is summarized as follows:

REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES

| Overdrafts totaling $271.84 were npted: in several 
of the appropriation accounts. (Exhibit D) Unexpended 
and overdraft balances are summarized as follows:

The following opinion was rendered by the Depart- 
ment of Attorney General regarding overdrafts: 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms 
of the articles in the warrant calling the town 
meeting providing for the expenditure of money. 
The officers should not spend more than the 
taxpayers appropriated at town meeting, unless 
the statute expressly authorizes an expenditure 
in excess of the appropriation.”’ 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised 
statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of 
monies for highway purposes and permit overdrafts in 
cases of emergencies to the extent of 15% of the appro- 
priation. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The investments of the various funds were examined 
at the offices of the Knox County Trust Company, Rock- 
land. The savings accounts of the Cemetery Perpetual 
Care Funds were verified by examination of the bank 
passbooks. The income of the Clara E. Thurston Memorial 
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Fund was verified by statements received from the Rock- 
land Savings Bank and the Augusta Savings Bank. All 
income received had been accounted for. By authority 
granted by the Knox County Superior Court the Thomp- 
son Maintenance Fund is to be united with the Thompson 
Building Fund for expenditure in the 1951-52 year. 
GENERAL 

Excise tax collections deposited with the Treasurer, 
totaled $5,075.13. The following receipts issued by the 
Collector were examined, the total of which was in agree- 
ment with deposits as recorded by the Treasurer.

It was ascertained that all disbursements had been 
made by check substantiated by properly authorized war- 
rants issued by the Selectmen.

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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


R. S. 1944, Ch. 32, Sec. 54— Forest Commissioner to 
to promulgate information and to designate areas where 
control is necessary. The forest commissioner is hereby 
authorized and empowered to promulgate by letter, pub- 
lication, poster, or other means of information concerning 
the white pine blister rust and designate, by the aforesaid 
means of promulgation, areas within the state in which 
control measures are necessary or advisable. It shall be 
the duty of every landowner within such designated area 
to carry out such control measures as are ordered by the 
forest commissioner, including the removal and destruct- 
ion of any or all plants of the genus Ribes commonly 
known as currant and gooseberries, and any white pine 
tree or trees which are found to be infected with the di- 
sease. If the owner fails to destroy the above named plants 
or trees within the time specified by the forest commission- 
er, the forest commissioner shall cause said plants or trees 
to be destroyed and shall charge the actual expense of 
same to the city, town, or plantation within which said 
plants or trees are found. Such amount shall be collected 
as a state tax and credited to the appropriation for said 
purpose. The city, town, or plantation wherein such plants 
or trees are found may assess the cost of the removal of 
said plants or trees to the owner of the real estate wherein 
the said plants or trees are found. The amount so assessed 
shall be collected in the form of a tax.

I herewith submit the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


The budget for the school year 1952-53 requests 
$22,252.00 for School Maintenance and $2,320.00 for 
- Repairs, Equipment, Insurance, Medical Inspection, and 
School Committee and Office expenses. 

The school maintenance budget requests $1,252.00 
more than the request for 1951-52. Of this $1,000.00 is to 
provide for an additional teacher who will probably be 
needed next year to accomodate the enrollment entering 
the elementary school. For all other School Maintenance 
expenditures the budget increase over last year is $252.00. 

The standard classrooms, which replaced the sub- 
standard rooms in use until the completion of the.four 
rooms that are now occupying the space formerly used 
as a gymnasium, have materially improved the health 
conditions for the pupils, and have permitted a definite 
improvement in the learning response of the children. 
While only two of these rooms have been used for the 
elementary school this year, and a third for a high school 
classroom, it will be necessary to use at least three and 
possibly the four rooms another year. 

The additional snace which the Thompson Memorial 
Building provides will permit establishing courses in Home 
making and Agriculture. It is hoped that these courses 
mav be instituted within the next few years, and there is 
a faint ray of hope that perhans a beginning may be made 
another vear throuch a definite increase in the high school 
enrollment brought about by enrollment of nunils on the 
tuition basis from one or more of the surrounding towns. 
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The Veterans’ On-Farm Training course is coming 
rapidly to an end it is probable that it will not be operated 
beyond July 1, 1953. There is some loss of revenue for 
building maintenance from the closing of this course. At 
the moment it is too early to estimate whether this will 
be recovered by an increase in state subsidy; however, 
this possibility is rather remote. 

The Language Arts curriculum, mentioned in this 
report for the year 1950-51 is now progressing satisfact- 
orily. No final date for the completion of this course can be 
set; however it is expected that at least another full year 
beyond this will be required for a satisfactory program to 
be established. It is not only a curriculum revision, but 
by its nature becomes an in-service training for the teach- 
ers who are participating and it is probable that its effects 
will begin to be felt during the next school year in an 
improvement in the instructional methods in these subjects. 

During the past year the outside of the building was 
painted and all of the rooms on the elementary side of 
the building were redecorated. There remains to be 
finished the stairwells and upstairs corridors and the 
rooms on the high school side. The materials for all this 
work, except two of the high school rooms, have been 
purchased. Next year’s Repair budget includes the cost 
of the materials for the other two rooms and the labor for 
completing the interior decoration of the building. Upon 
completion of this work the building should be in first 
class condition and if it is kept up should be of little ex- 
pense for a considerable time. 

_ The building, as a result of the work that has been 
completed in the interior decorating, is much more at- 
tractive than it has been. Parents and citizens are cor- 
dially invited to inspect the building to learn first-hand 
of the improved attractiveness of the interior, and at the 
same time to get some knowledge of the work that is 
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being done by the teachers in their classrooms. It is sug- 
gested that if parents and citizens will make the effort 
to spend a day in the building, and allow for time enough 
at the close of school to talk with the teachers concerning 
their work, a great deal of enthusiasm will be aroused 
concerning the program that is being developed in the 
school. We shall be pleased to have you come individually 
or in groups and at any time. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the cooperation. 
of the teachers, the members of the School Committee, 
_ the town officials, the Parent Teacher Association, and 
all of the parents and citizens during the past year.

Gentemen: 

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised 
statutes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the 
Town of Union have been audited for the fiscal year 
ended March 1, 1952. 

The examination was made by Auditor L. J. Hann in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards 
that pertain to municipal accounting. 

Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceeding year, and included all Ugg ig which 
were considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial transactions of the town 
appear to have been appropriately handled, with such 
exceptions as may be noted in the inact utes com- 
ments. 

Exhibits and Schedules incorporated in this report 
present the result of the financial operations of the Town 
for the period designated. Recommendations are also 
offered which are believed to be worthy of your con- 
sideration .

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COMMENTS 


March 2, 1951 to March 1, 1952 

An audit of the books and records of the Town of 
Union has been completed for the municipal year ended 
March 1, 1952. The audit included an examination of the 
financial records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, 
Overseers of the poor, Town Clerk, Treasurer, and Tax 
Collector. 7 

The result of the audit indicates that the following 
suggestion appears worthy of consideration by the munici- 
pal officials: 

Transfers between accounts should be by 
journal entries rather than to clear through 
the treasurer’s cash account. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of revenues and expendi- 
tures. The result of the year’s operations showed that 
available funds exceeded expenditures by $520.64. Unex- 
pended and overdraft balances are summarized as 
follows: 


Unexpended Balances $2,899.64 | 
Overdrafts 2,379.00 
Net Unexpended Balances $520.64 


Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation ac- 
counts particularly in health and sanitation and highways 
and bridges accounts totaling $606.15 and $1,523.21 
respectively. The Department of Attorney General has 
advised that overdrafts are not permitted by statute 
except in certain instances where emergencies arise in 
highway activities and then only to the extent of 15% of 
the highway appropriation. 
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A comparative statement of revenues and expendi- 
tures, (Exhibit B), disclosed that revenues decreased 
over the previous year by $3,177.78. Expenditures for 
the same period increased by $1,929.45. The factors con- 
tributing to these diffenrences were reviewed with no 
exceptions noted. Following is a summary of revenues and 
expenditures as compared with the preceding year:

As a result of the examination of the Town Clerk’s 
records it was ascertained that at a Special Town Meeting 
the townspeople voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
issue notes or bonds not to exceed $30,000.00, $15,000.00 
to be used to aid in constructing and furnishing the Aug- 
ustin and Sarah S. Thompson Memorial Building and 
$15,000.00 to build additional classrooms and provide a 
new heating plant in the school building. Bonds were 
issued in the amount of $30,000.00 and mature $2,000.00 
annually with interest at 2 3/8 %. 

At the annual town meeting it was voted to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to replace money eX- 
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pended in prior years from the Knowlton Fund. This 
amount together with the preceeding year’s appropria- 
tion of a like amount has been carried forward to the 
ensuing year. It is suggested that the $2,000.00 should be 
segregated from the general fund and set aside in a 
special fund for its intended purpose. 

At the year end the unappropriated surplus 
amounted to $2,653.35, or a net increase of $463.97 as 
compared with the preceeding year. The increase was 
occasioned principally by the excess of available funds 
over expenditures of $520.64, less an adjustment of 
reserve for losses on taxes of $56.67. 

Transactions affecting the various cemetery and 
other funds held in trust by the town were reviewed. 
The records disclosed that income earnings totaled 
$1,466.07. Expenditures amounted to $1,482.86 and the 
balance of the unexpended income amounted to $1,934.16. 

It was noted in the course of the audit that prior 
years’ taxes receivable in the amount of $235.78 for taxes 
assessed in the years 1936-41 and 1944-47, inclusive, have 
been carried on the town records for the past several years 
with no activity noted in these accounts. For this reason 
a reservve is being carried in the full amount of these 
accounts. 

SCOPE OF AUDIT | 

Count of cash was made and records were checked 
to determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Revenues and expenditures were examined by 
methods and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of 
verification were utilized to determine the correctness of 
tax. tax lien, tax deed and bond accounts.

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting schedules fairly present the financial 
position of the town at March 1, 1952, and the result of

MOUTH HEALTH PROJECT 


During April, 1952, 71 children took advantage of 
the first annual progam of sodium fluoride applications 
for partial prevention of dental decay offered by the 
Parent-Teachers Association and carried out by a dental 
hygienist from the Division of Dental Health, State . 
Department of Health and Welfare. These treatments, 
if given at the recommended ages of 3, 7, 10 and 13 
years, can be expected to make the child’s teeth nearly 
twice as resistant to decay. Although comparatively new, 
this method of preventing dental decay is fast becoming 
an accepted part of many community health services. 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the 
Citizens of Union: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the public 
schools for the year 1952-1953. 

The 1952-53 school year opened on Wednesday, 
September 3 with Mr. Charles E. Bybee’ as the new prin- 
cipal of the high school, teaching mathmatics and science, 
and other new faculty members in the high school, Miss 
Jean A. Huntington, teaching English and language and 
coaching girls basketball, and Mr. H. Theodore . Vail, 
teaching social studies and boys athletic coach. In the 
elementary school. Mrs. Charlotte S. Hawes was a new 
teacher for grade 2 and part of grade 3. The birth records 
obtained from the Town Clerk indicated that there 
would be 87 pupils elegible to enter school in the pre- 
primary grade in the fall of 1952. A pre-school registra- 
tion indicated that this number would be increased to 
from 43 to 45. During the summer the families of some of 
these children moved out of town and at the time of the 
opening of school other parents felt that their children 
were too immature and withheld them. The pre-primary 
class of 34 that entered, however, was too large for one 
teacher to handle and was divided between two teachers. 
Grades 2, 3 and 4 were divided between two teachers, 
Mrs. Hawes and Mrs. Farris. Because of the immaturity 
of these children, this division proved to be unsatisfactory 
in the 2nd and 8rd grade room. As a large number of 
the children in this room need more individual attention 
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than they were getting, a further division was made 
at the beginning of the second semester and Mrs. Edna 
S. McKinley was engaged to teach grade 3. This division 
although the time elapsed since the change has been 
very short, has already shown that the move will be 
highly beneficial to the children concerned. During 
the fall Mrs. Hawes was forced to take a leave of absence 
due to illness at home and Mrs. Aileen K. Bybee, a 
graduate of Northeast Missouri State Teachers College 
at Kirksville, Missouri, was employed to fill this position. 
With the division of the grades, she was assigned to 
grade 2. 

During the last four years the enrollment in the ele- 
mentary school has increased from 163 to 190 pupils, 
an increase of 27 pupils. Of this increase, 23 have been 
in the grades pre-primary through 4. As these children 
require a great deal of individual attention, which limits 
the size of the class if effective teaching is to be done, it 
can readily be seen that the increase in the faculty has 
been dictated by increased enrollment in the classes. 

During the fall the Women’s Community Clb of 
Union apvroached the school authorities concerning 
music in the schools and they have emploved and paid 
for a music supervisor up to March 1, 1958. Thev are 
sponsoring an article in the 1953-54 Town Warrant for 
music. and should be supnvorted bv the citizens. 

The school Maintenance budget for 1952-53 was 
figured down to the bare minimvm and it proved to be 
too close a margin, with the result that a deficit of 
$302.20 apvears in this account. | 

The increase in the 1953-54 school Maintenance 
budget is mainlv $5,075.00 for which the school depart- 
ment is committed to maintain the program instituted 
during the 1952-53 school year. The balance of the in- 
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crease in actual expenditures is $600.00 for salary 
incerases and $2,000.00 for an additional teacher. There 
is a loss in the revenue that usually reduces the total 
budget to the amount that must be appropriated by 
local property tax levy. This reduction is $2,087.00 
balance carried forward last year from the previous 
budget and $1,596.00 that came from the Thurston Fund 
last year. This fund has been applied to the Repairs 
and Equipment account for next year. 

All of the rooms constructed in the old gymnasium 
are now being used by the elementary school. 

I am very grateful for the support given me by the 
citizens, parents, town officials, and the School Com- 
mittee in promoting the school program.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Com- 
mittee, and Citizens of the Town of Union, I herewith 
submit the annual report of the high school principal. 


Union High School is a class A high school offering 
three courses, namely, General, Commercial, and College. 
These courses are, in general, the same as in past years 
with a few exceptions.. A course in General Math- 
ematics has been added for the freshman class. It is 
designed to polish up the arithmetic skills with par- 
ticular emphasis on everyday use and to give the students 
an oppostunity to sample Algebra, Geometry, and Trig- 
onometry. Social Studies II has been added to the pro- 
gram. to help the students gain a more workable know- 
ledge of the economic, geographic, and _ historical 
aspects of our world today. Two courses in Physics are 
being offered this year. One course is designed for 
those students, who need a technical course, and the 
other course is designed for those who desire some 
knowledge of the practical aspects of physics in our 
scientific world today. 

In addition to the academic life of the school, the 
students have an opportunity to participate in other 
activities, such as, baseball, softball, basketball, dances, 
movies, Freshman Reception, Senior and Junior Plays. 
The Student Council this year has been given added 
responsibilities and is doing a fine job. 

The enrollment this year is as follows: Freshmen, 
18; Sophomores, 12; Juniors, 19; and, Seniors, 12. This 
makes a total of 61 students. 

Attendance this year, in most cases, has been good. 
I wish to thank these parents for their cooperation and 
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urge all parents to encourage regular attendance, so 
that their children may obtain maximum benefit from 
their school years and that the taxpayer may get full 
return on his tax dollar. 

I wish to thank those parents and citizens, who have 
helped make our school a better school. I urge all 
citizens to become better acquainted with our school, 
so that you may be able to make intelligent citizens 
and offer intelligent suggestions for the betterment of 
the school, and hence, the community as a whole.
